That by the Treaty of Commerce our 
WOOLL is allowed to be Exported to France, comes 
to bring home a plain Queflion from it, which he de- 
fires every one,that oppofes.this Treaty,to put to them- 
felves, aid anfwer to their Country, if they’can do it 
fatisfactorily. : ‘ 

Whether preventing our Woollen Manufatires from 
going abroad, be not, in its Nature and Tendency, the 
very next Mifchief, and almoft equal to Exporting the 
Wool! Unmanufactur’d ? 

What Bleffing would our Wooll be.to us, and what 
Advantage our Manufacturing, if. our Goods, when 
amade, were not to be Exported and Sold abroad? Nay, 
even in the whole World nothing is of a real Value, 
more than Family-ufes require, but as it will fell to 
others for Mony, or Barter with others for fome other 
Things which they, who poflefS it, may want. 

If all other‘Nations had the Wooll, that we have, 
and confequently the like Manufactures, of what Ad- 
vantage, more than our own.Life,-would-our Wooll 
be? The Quantity we have would be our a and 
we fhould Dung‘our Land with it rather thin Manufa- 
ure it, for we could not,Confume it. 

All the Bicfling of our Wooll, and all the Ad- 
vantage, which the Manufa@uring our Wooll brings 
to this Nation, is found in the Market, which we find 
For it in Foreign Countries: If you deftroy the Mar- 
ket, you deftroy the Wooll, and Exporting it would 
be then a. Favour, for you would not know, what to 
do with it. 

_ What was the Reafon our Ancefors Exported their 
Wooll? Tt was becaufe other Nations knew, how to 
Manuta@ure it, and we did not. As foon as we arri- 
ved to the Capacity of Manufacturing it, and kept the 
Wooll at home,. the Tables were turn’d, and all the 
World came over to us for the Goods, becaufé they had 
not the Wooll to make them, 


| HE MERCATOR having exploded the

As he,that fends the WOOLL abroad,deftroys the 
Fountain, fo he,that flops our Manutaéture from being 
fent abroad, ftops up the Streams, by, which that Foun- 
tain flowed regularly to water the Country round , afd 
lease the Healing Waters to flow wafte as Nature leads 
them. } > 

From this Principle, the MERC ATOR infifts up- 
on it, that we ought to Trade wath all Nations; who 
will buy our Manufactures. No Trading Nation pro- 
hibits the Exportation of their own Manufaéture, fince 


.as.in the Labour of the People and Prodace of the Land, 


confifts the Wealth of any Country, fo. that Wealth is 
6nly.encreafed by fo much of that Produce,and of that 
Labour, as can be fold out of the. Nation;. for nothing, 
that is confumed at home,is any Advantageito the Na- 
tional Wealth. © What Plenty either of ; Provifions or 
Wearing Apparel is raifed from our own Land, and by 
otir own Workmanfhip, and is made ufe of among out 
felves, may indeed be called our Subftance and Wealth, 
as a Nation; but it never encreafes one Farthing by 
being made ufe of at home; that National, Wealth ne- 
ver grows by all we confume among our felves; this or 
that Family, and this or that Town os County, may 


grow richer than another, as the Produét is richer, or. 


the People more employ‘dthan.the reft: But this is all 
gain’d from one another; and the Publick Stock is fill 
the fame. ; 
All the Encreafe of the Publick Stock, muft be by 
fome of this Provifion or Manufature being ‘fent a- 
broad, being fpared over and above, what our Wants 
demand, and fent to our Neighbours: This alone en+ 
creafes the Publick Stock; and for this Reafon it is our 
undifputed Intereft, that as much of our Produce and 
Manufacture as can poffibly be fpared, more than out 
own neceffiry Confumption demands, thould be fene 

abroad.

Let this Export be to France, of where elfe, IN 
War, or OUT of War, Trading Nations hever fhut 
the Doors. of theit dwn Comimerce : We might, if we 
had found it to our Advantage, have hindred the 
French fending their Goods to us, but it fhould have 
been the French, not the Englifh, who fhould have 
Prohibited our Corn, and Lead, and Leather, and 
Woollen Manufactures going into France; becaufe, it 
is our certain Intereft eden them évery where, where 
there can be founda Market, and to fell as great a 
Quantity of them as we can, that our Poor may be 
Employed to make more. 
French took this Method all along, indeed no 
Oo 


ation but this was ever fo Infatuate to do otherwife; 
Prohibited our Manufactures coming to them, 


becaufe that was Enriching us with their Money : But 


» they rare in the higheft and hotteft of the War, they 
never 


fay, Prohibited their Wines, Brandies, Silks, 
&c. coming to us; that was our Bufinefs, not theirs ; 
for that was Enriching them at our Expence. 
Contrary to all thefe wife Meafures of othier Nat’ 
ons, and contrary to the very Nature of Trade, and 
the known Intereft of the Nation, we have People 
amon we thee ate for continuing the Prohibitions of 
our Manufaétures, and having 1 em for ever fhur out 
of France, where we always had fo great a Trade, and 
thereby inftead of fecking a Market in the fartheft 
parts of the World, they are for fhutting us out of 
thofe Markets, which we have juft at our own Doots. 
Prepofterous Folly! the Notion is,that we lofe by the 
Trae ; Nothing is fo certain,as that we lofe by not 
Exporting our Manufactures ; we lofe by not Em- 
loying our Ships, and by not confuming abroad the 
roduce of..our Colonies and Plantations. 
Were it true, as thefe People fay, that we lofe 
reat Sums by the Ballance of Commodities between 


~ the Natioris, which yet it is manifeft we do not, yet 


even with that Lofs, were we to fuppofe it true, we 


— were better with the Trade than without it, confider- 


ing that at the fame time we kcep at home our Goods 
and our Ships. 

I fhall explain my Meaning thus: Suppofe we fold 
Four hundred thoufand Pounds a Year to France, in 
Englifh Manufaftures, or any other Sum, let them 
take it as they will, a certain Sum for an uncertain, 
and took back from France Eight hundred thoufand 
Pounds Value, in the Produce and Manufaéture of 
that Kingdom, yet may we be Gainers by this Trade; 
and it may be fo, that it were better for us to carry on 
this Trade than not. 

Firft, The Making and Venting of Four hundred 
thoufand Pound Sterling in Manufaétures, is the Em- 
ploy and Subfiftence of a prodigious Multitude of Poor; 
whereas'the' Import of the Foreign Goods being a fu- 
perfluous Expence, goes out of the Hands of but a 
few ; and it were better to abate an Hundred thoufand 
Pound a Year in the publick Ballance, than not Ex- 
pos Four hundred thoufand Pound a Year in Manu- 

ures, 

But what if the MERCATOR fhould prove, that 
we may Export Four hufdred thoufand Pound, and Im- 
port Eight hundred thoufand, and yet be Gainers by 
the Trade; the Circumflances of our Trade to France, 
will go a great way to unfold this Paradox. | 

fark, as has‘been noted, The Goods fenr from hence 
to France, are generally far Sale, on Account of the 
Britifh Merchants, not by Comuifiion from abroad ; 
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What Advance is made on tlie Sales, is made good to 
Britain, and paid by France : Now fuppofe this to be 
more or lefs, as you_pleafe; fuppofe Five per Cent 
Ten per Cent. or Fifteen per Cent. as you will; if it 
is againft us one way, it will be for ts another, as 
{hall appear prefently. Take the medium of Teén per 
Cent. Profit upon the Goods; few would tare-to Trade 
at lefs, and run the rifque of the Sea: This adds Forty 
thoufand Pound neat of French Money paid to us: 

Come we next to the Freight upon not our Manu- 
factures only, but upon our Plantation Goods, our 
Turkey, Eaft-India, Africa, and all other Imported 
Goods, the Freight of. which, as well to Eygland, as 
froin Englatid td France, is paid by the Frenclt; for all 
Charges, on all kinds of Goods, is paid by the Con- 
fumer: This, as has been noted befote, and fhall at 
any time be made appear, amounts at leaft to the Sum 
of Fifty thoufand Pound, all neat Money alfo, paid 
by France to England, witheut any Equivalent ; and, 
as was formerly hid, is equal not to fo much Money, 
but to fo many Goods as fo much Money would be 
Gained by. | 

And this made it be faid above, that take the Gain 
of the Sale of Goods, which way you would, it was the 


fame thing ; what was loft one way, would be found 
another : It is thus, If you allow Ten per Cent. to be 
Gained by what we fend to France, then this Fifty 


thoufand Pound paid on the Freight of our Ships, by 
the French, is equal to Five hundred thoufand Pound 
Exported in Goods; if Ten per Cent..is too much, 
oS you think we Gain but Five per Cent. then it is 
equal to a Million Exported, and fo the Account Gains 
either way ; if you allow Fifteen per Cent. Gain, 
which is too much, then it makes the firft Sum of 
Forty thoufand Pound rifes So that every way it is 
the fame. : 

Come we then to the Employing our Shipping. 
The MERCATOR has heard it fide that the Frene 
Trade Employs a Thoufand Sail of our Shipping, and 
tho’ it fhould want of that Number, yet if thofe Ships 
are reckoned in, which bring the Goods to England 
which are Re-exported to France, perhaps the en 
ber may be right*; but fuppofe it were half the 
Number. 

The MERCATOR would gladly be Refolved, 
whether fuch an Article of Shipping ad Employed 
by the French Trade, great part of the Freight of which 
is paid by the French, or tho’ it were ndt, be not every 
way equal, in the Ballance of Trade, to the Export of 
all the reft of the Goods we fend, both in the Con- 
fumption of the Produce of Land, Number of Peo- 
ple Employ’d, Annual Gain, and other Advantages to 
the Nation, and yet no real Value deliver’d our. 

If this be not fo, let fuch Men tell us, why the Trade 
for Coals from Newcaftle to London, is efteemed fo very 
great an Advantage to this Nation, tho’ the Freight of 
all the Shipping is paid by ourfelves. Bur of this the 


‘next MERCATOR thall be more particular. 


Only let it be added, by way of Caution, that this 
does by no means allow, that the Imports from France 
are an over-Ballance to our Exports to France; but the 
contrary will be made evident.
